Sohoolhouse, and his delight over his treapures, or discussing 
whether bees ever sleep in flowers, or whether a certain star was 
Arctuzus, These were not little matters Ho aia gd bo my He who 
heard him, beacause he not only knew moré about nature than any one 
else who has been hero, but be knew iv as a poet and genial 
philosopher to whom quite literally there were: 


"tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, 
Sermons in stones, and good in everything." 


He nerds no memorial here at Bread Loaf but the tress, brookg and 
stones of the fieid and mountain. : 


A friend at Brrad Loaf, who prefers to remain anonymouss 
has just made a very material contribution to the knowledge and 
pleasure of Bread Loafers by marking a short trail near the Inn with 
oppropriate tags.
